Adams Express Companies Introduce a 


New Feature in This Business. 
Agent A. G. Marshall, of the local 


Adams Express company, received 
notice yesterday that the Adams' Ex- 
press company had added a new 
feature to their business, namely the 
business of making collections of 
bills, notes, drafts and other accounts 
not subject to protest, and ranging 
iu amounts from $1 to |100. 


The innovation was introduced first 


at Chicago, by the American Express 
company 
as an experiment, 
and 


proved so 
unexpectedly successful 


bat the matter was taken up by the 
other companies, with the result that 
t became universal by general con- 
sent yesterday. The claim is accepted 
and transmitted by the express com- 
)any at a uniform cost of ten cents, 
no matter what the amount to bo 
collected. If collected, tbe collecting 
office issues a money order for which 
a graded charge is made, according to 
amount, with two cents added for 
evenue stamp. If not ccllected, the 
claim is returned without added cost, 
and reasons given for failure to col- 
ect. The money order may be cashed 
at the.express office from which re- 
ceived or deposited in bank f for col- 
ection. The money order charges 
range from seven to 
twenty-four 


:ents, making the total cost range 
from seventeen to thirty four cents. 


The department is introduced par- 
icularly for the accommodation of 
those having small claims in towns 
and villages in which there are no 
oanks or other cheap and easy modes 
of collection.

Washington was buried in what is 


now known as the old vault, which, is 
perhaps 200 feot away from his present 
resting place. Before' his death he had 
requested that a new family vault be 
constructed after his decease, and tlie 
reason given for this is that the earth 
upon the side of the Mil where the old 
vault was placed was likely to slip away 
in tho springtime. 


No attention was apparently paid to 


tins request, however, until about 
1830, when an- employee who had been 
discharged from the estate broke into 
the old tomb as an act of revenge and 
stole a skull which he supposed to bo 
that of George Washington. This he 
took to Alexandria, and, a3 usual in 
mch cases, "got drank," and BO his 
secret was discovered, and the skull, 
which proved to be that of Laurence 
Washington instead, was returned. 


This incident led to the final carrying 


ont of the wish of General Washington. 
Too tomb which is his present resting 
Pjaca was promptly built, and in 1831 
his remains were removed to it The old 
vault was allowed to fall into a state of 
decay, and only a few years ago it was 
restored by the aid of drawings found 
in tho congressional library. An iron 
fenco has been built around it, and it 
now receives the same care as the new 
tomb.—Eschange.

A Greek Colony In Comlca. 


At Cargese we bave the remakable 


spectacle of a Greek population with 
its own church settled down on the 
coast of Corsica. Our inn is kept by a 
Greek from Corfu, as his name, Cor- 
fiotti, tells us and as the loquacity of 
his wife would lead us to infer; for at 
Cargese the Corsican taciturnity has 
given place to the Hellenic love of talk. 
Bather more than two centuries ago a 
Greek .settlement was founded in Cor- 
sica under the auspices of the Genoese 
republic, to which the island at that 
time belonged, and when the French 
came into possession of the country they 
established the Hellenic exiles, who had 
meanwhile founded the Chapelle dea 
Grecs jnat outside Ajaccio at Cargese 
and bnilt them the church which they 
have ever since cherished. 
. Intermarriages between the colonists 
and the natives, at first rare, have now 
become frequent, and it is to be feared 
that the Greek language will scon be- 
come as extinct there aa the fustanella. 
Bnt with that 
wonderful tenacity 


which it shows in modern Greece, in 
spite of centuries of barbarian inroads 
and Turkish oppression, the Greek type 
is sure to remain at Cargeae to remind 
the traveler of its eternal youth and its 
unfailing characteristics. —Weatmins- 
ter Review.

IMeflBUgrcK by Vibration. 


Curiously enough, the fact appears, 


according to a recent traveler among 
the Indians of Catuquinarn, between 
the rivers Embrya and Embyrasu, that 
those people have long employed a wire- 
less telephony, but rather after the or- 
der of unwritten science. 
- 


It is made by digging a hole in the 


ground inside a house and laying the 
bottom with coarse sand, well' piled. 
On this is laid a wooden drum or hol- 
low cylinder of wood, half filled with 
fine sand and layers of broken wood, 
bone and powdered mica—the npper 
part of the cylinder, which is empty, 
rising above the floor of the hut and 
closed first by leather, then by wood, 
and lastly by india rubber. Outside, 
the cylinder is packed round with frag- 
ments of wood, leather and resins, and 
covered with hard rubber at the level 
of the soil. 


To use this peculiar apparatus the 


drum is struck by a wooden hammer, 
and the vibration is evidently transmit- 
ted through the soil. The answer is 
heard in the drum, which acts aa a 
resonator, and messages are thus Bent 
over 1,500 yards from honso to housa

Story of the Reporter Wbo Got the 


"Scoop" mid Who Then Induced 
Bismarck: to Allow Him to Send Oat 
tie New* Over Ilia Private Wire. 
During fche Franco-Germau \var, from 


Oct. 18, 1870, to Maroh 1, 1871, I was 
attached to the headquarters of the 
•crown prince, who occupied an Unas- 
turning little villa called Lea Ombragoe, 
ia an outskirt of Versailles, hie august 
father residing . throughout fche invest- 
ment and siege of Paris in the prefecture 
of-.the whilom 
"royal burgh," and 


Count Bismarck, with his staff of coun- 
cilors and secretaries, in a detached 
house of the Rue de Provence. I often 
met the chancel-lor oat of doors, walk- 
ing or riding, during that long and bit- 
ter winter, but sedulously refrained 
from soliciting audiences, being well 
aware that the visits of a war corre- 
spondent, who had everything to ask 
and nothing to tell, could not possibly 
be welcome to so desperately overwork- 
ed a statesman as Bismarck. 


By what means I need'not explain in 


this place, I had been made acquainted 
with the precise terms of the capitula- 
tion of Paris at an early hour of the 
morning after tbe conclusion of the 
armistice, and had, moreover, good rea- 
son to believe that the conditions of the 
surrender had not been communicated 
to any other correspondent of an Eng- 
lish or even a German newspaper al 
headquarters. Htwing obtained the su- 
premely important; item of news, what 
was I to do with it? Unless it could be 
forthwith transmitted to The Daily Tel- 
egraph office by'telegraph, my ohanoea 
of forestalling my fellow correspondents 
would be annihilated, and there was no 
wiro at my disposal—or, for that mat- 
ter, at that of any foreign journalist— 
within the vast radius of the lines of 
investment. 


The situation appeared an uttarlj 


hopeless one, until suddenly the hap- 
piest of "happy thoughts" flashed 
through my mind. Perhaps the all pow- 
erful chancellor, newly created a prince 
of the young German empire, would 
authorize the transmission to London 
of my dispatch' over his own official 
wire, by moans of which he was "en 
rapport" with every European capital 
except beleaguered Paris. There was no 
time to lose. Before 8 a. in. I had taken 
down the articles of capitulation from 
the lips of my informant, within half 
an hour I had copied them out, "large, 
bold and handsome, "'ou two pages of 
foolscap and had made myself presenta- 
ble. 


At 9 o'clock I presented myself at tfa 


street door of the house in the Rue de 
Provence and sent up my card to Couu- 
cilor Lothar Bncher, with a penciled 
request that he would allow me to speak 
to him in private. Almost immediately 
he came down to the waiting room on 
the ground floor, into which I had been 
shown, and asked me what be could do 
for mo. "Can yon procure me a five 
minutes' audience of the princer" I re- 
plied. "I don't know," was the rejoin- 
der, "but I'll try. The chancellor is ex- 
tremely busy, but perhaps he'll see you 
if yon can assure me that tbe matter is 
really urgent." I declared that for me 
it could not possibly be more BO, where- 
npon Buoher left me—I confess, in a 
fever of anxiety—and was absent for 
about a quarter of an hour, at the ex- 
piration of which be reappeared and 
beckoned to me to follow him up stair* 


In an ex-boudoir on the first floor 


converted into a sort of office I found 
the chancellor awaiting me. After tbe 
briefest of greetings be said, "Pray, tell 
me what you want in the fewest possi- 
ble words, for I have not a moment to 
lose." I produced my dispatch, handed 
it to him and asked him if it was sub- 
stantially correct 


After looking through it he answered: 


"Yes, it is. I don't know how yon got 
your information, and I don't intend to 
ask, but these are the terms on which 
Paris surrenders. What then?" When 
I besought his permission to forward 
the message over his wire, he laughed 
rather grimly, saying, "You must be 
mad to ask such a thing!" 


I urged npon him that tbe tension ot 


public feeling in England with respeot 
to the fate of Paris was very painful— 
many people's sympathy being tempo- 
rarily averted from Germany by harrow- 
ing accounts of the sufferings undergone 
by tbe population of the French capi- 
tal. "That tension would be considera- 
bly relieved, sir,"I replied, "by the 
knowledge that the siege of Paris ia 
come to an end and that the victors 
havo accorded merciful terms to the 
vanquished." Prince Bismarck held out 
against my importunity for abont a 
conple of minutes, but be yielded at 
last, only stipulating 
that I should 


efface my name at the end of fche dia- 
patch. 


"On no account can I allow you to 


sign a message sent over my wire. If 
your people in London do not believe it 
to be authentic when it reaches them, 
that is tbeir affair- Bnt it must go un- 
signed or not el all." It did go unsign- 
ed ; it was accepted as authentic), and 
its publication that very afternoon in a 
special edition of The Daily Telegraph 
proved to be one of tbe greatest journal- 
istic coups effected by any London 
newspaper daring: tbe Franco-German 


I' war.— London Telegraph,

John W. Powers, Who Was in the 
Santiago Campaign Died Suddenly 


—Son of Late Ezekiel Powers. 


Word came from Sciotoville this 


morning that John W. Powers, aged 
24, son of the late Ezekiel Powers, 
died suddenly last night. 


He was seized with violent paics in 


his head about eight o'clock, and in 
a few minutes breathed his last. 


Mr. Powers was a telegraph ' opera- 


tor by profession. When the Spanish 
war broke out he enlisted with the 
Sixteenth regiment, U. S. A., at St. 
Louis, anrl was almost Immediately 
transferred to Tampa. His regiment 
took part in the storming of San 
Juan hill, the color-bearer from his 
company being the first up the hill. 


After the capture of Santiaog Mr. 


Powers did garrison duty until the 
recall of the regulars and JRough 
Riders to the United States. The ex- 
posure to the terrible rains and. hot 
climate and the camping of his regi- 
mnt at Camp Wyckoff brought, on an 
attack of malaria. After being sent 
to the division hospital at Brooklyn 
he 
recovered sufficiently to come 


home on a furlough. His regiment 
was mustered out in January, at 
Iluntsville, Alabama. 


Friday he was attacked by a chill 


and grew rapidly worse, dying last 
night. His brother, 
Hon. 
Frank 


Powers, the well-known attorney of 
Grayson, Ky.. readied ins bedside a 
little while before his death. 


The funeral services will be held 


Thursday, at 1:30 p. m.. at the 
Methoidst church, Revs. Peden arid 
Chandler officiating.
